House Committee Slashes 
Administration Requests 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)—

to expand the food stamp pro­ 
gram.

President Johnson 
asked for 
$90 million in additional funds 
for the food stamp program, 
which helps poor families get 
more food for their money. 
Congress recently authorized 
that much of an increase, but 
the committee trimmed the ap­ 
propriation itself to $20 mil­ 
lion. The funds would be in ad­

to $225 million already 
appropriated for 
this fiscal 
year. 
Under the new housing pro­

workers isn't known, but the 
cost is: upwards of $-1 billion a 
year. 
And that figure is a conserva» 
tive 
one, 
says 
Ross Voi* 
Wiegand, industrial consultant 
to the National Council on Al­ 
coholism, 
Some management 
sources put it as high as $7.5 
billion a year. 
“ Our figures are those that 
can't be gone below," Voiw 
Wiegand said. 
“ We figure a 
minimum of 5.3 per cent of the 
total work force, or about 3 mil» 
lion employed people, has alcoh» 
olism. Every active alcoholic on 
the payroll naturally couldn't 
cost an employer less than 
$1,585 a year. But these are 
fairly 
conservative figures. 
They coald rui much higher." 
The cost figure, VonWiegand 
said includes lost time, sick 
leave pay, accident pay result­ 
ing from alcoholism, disability 
payments, and earlier retire­ 
ment payments. 
It also includes the hard-to- 
calculate costs run up by the 
hungover worker who is on the 
job but isn’t performing as well 
as he would normally. 
"T here's a warm body there, 
but he isn't functioning,” Von. 
Wiegand said. “ He's a half- 
a-man.” 
Stephen Habbe, in an article 
dealing with alcoholism and the 
business community in the Octo­ 
ber issue of '‘The Conference 
Board Record," notes; 
“ Problem 
drinkers 
that 
cause 
their companies the 
greatest losses usually are fair­ 
ly long-service employes in the 
35-to-50 age range. A company 
is apt to have a considerable iiw 
vestment in these workers, and 
they are not easily replaced. 
This is especially true of those 
at the manager and executive 
echelons." 
In an effort to combat alco­ 
holism and its effects, Habbe 
said, “ many companies that did 


not have alcohol-control pro­ 
gram i in 1958 have them to­ 
day." 
He 
said 
The 
Conference 
Board made a study in 1958 and 
again this year of the views and 
attitudes of top executives of 
100 companies on alcoholism 
ani drinking problems. Fifty of 
those queried responded, he 
said, and, “ although there are 
wide differences . . . the con­ 
sensus shows concern for those 
with drinking problems and an 
interest in company programs 
of control and rehabilitation." 
Habbe said the latest study 
showed “ a greater awareness 
on the part of the executive of 
the alcohol problem inbusiness, 
and a new readiness to take 
steps to deal with it." 
Ten years ago, he said, 21 of 
the 50 companies replied that if 
they did have an alcohol prob­ 
lem it was nothing to worry 
about but in the latest study 
only 16 gave this answer, 
“ Ten years ago, three compa­

AUTHORITY & CONSCIENCE 
A NOTE TO DISSENTERS 


Authorities of most organizations — religious, scientific, 
fraternal, etc. — are empowered to protect their basic teach­ 
ings and policies against misrepresentation. A teacher, for ex­ 
ample, who used an unauthorized text for classroom instruct­ 
ion would probably be dismissed. 
Authority, however, can violatethe very positions it is bound 
to uphold in which case the authority should be challenged. 
Cardinal O’Boyle of Washington has disciplined 39 priests for 
saying the Pope’s encyclical letter on family limitation methods 
is not binding on those Catholics who honestly disagree with the 
letter. United Press quotes the cardinal as saying; “ This teach­ 
ing, even if it is not infallible, is binding on the consciences of 
all Catholics.” 
If this quote is correct, then the cardinal is wrong. A doc- 
trinally correct statement would be: “ This teaching is NOT 
binding on those who have dutifully and conscientiously studied 
the Pope’s letter, yet cannot accept its message.” 
As a Catholic, I refer Cardinal O’Boyle to “ The New Catho­ 
lic Dictionary” published in 1929 with Vatican approval, page 
249, paragraph on conscience. Here we read; 
“ The prescriptions and prohibitions of a conscience that is 
invincibly erroneous must be followed. In other words, when a 
person in good faith judges erroneously that he is obliged to 
perform or to omit a certain act, then he commits sin if he 
fails to perform or to omit it as the case may be . . . God’s 
rewards or punishments are meted out to every one according 
as he has obeyed or disobeyed the voice of HIS OWN conscien­ 
ce.” (End quote) 
Note carefully the words “ his own conscience.” This means 
that even if Pope Paul’s letter is demonstrably true to most 
readers, it is binding in conscience on those who agree or tend 
to agree, but NOT on others. 
The Church certainly has a duty to teach and we, its mem­ 
bers, have a duty tolistenandtoponder. Beyond that, each must 
decide his own course of action with his own conscience as 
his final authority. The cardinal and also Pope Paul from what I 
have read have ignored the very fundamental Catholic teaching 
on what to do when conscience and authority are in irreconcil­ 
able conflict. (See footnote A.) 
Any Catholic can in good conscience seriously dispute the 
varied non-doctrinal opinions of the Pope such as the subject 
under discussion and remain a Catholic; but a Catholic who re ­ 
jects a doctrinal (infallible) matter such as free will, the hu­ 
man soul, authenticity of the Bible., Judgment and eternal life 
is by definition no longer a Catholic. 
From the Catholic teaching on conscience (which is so sel­ 
dom really taught) we can illustrate by answering a hypothe­ 
tical question the true Catholic position on religious liberty 
as affirmed by the recent Vatican Council. I challenge any ec­ 
clesiastical authority to deny the accuracy of the answer. 
QUESTION: Mr. X no longer believes in such Catholic doc­ 
trines as papal infallibility on doctrinal matters (see footnote 
B) and the divinity of Christ. He goes to Mass only not to of­ 
fend his wife but his conscience tells him to join the Unitar­ 
ians, What should he do? 
ANSWER; He should join the Unitarians and quit pretending. 
I assume he has exhausted all possibilities to restore his lost 
beliefs, thus being in a state of good conscience. But in leaving 
the Church I hope he knows this and carries it with him — that 
he who lives according to his or her honest beliefs (even if 
these beliefs be anti-catholic in the extreme) belongs to what 
Catholic theologians call the “ soul of the Church of Christ,” 
thus meriting salvation. (A U.S. priest who denied this doctrine 
in 1951 was ex-communicated.)

We can only wonder how many 
d isease symptoms a re being 
m asked by continued self-m ed ­ 
ication, or how many w orkdays 
are lo st, or how much the coun­ 
try ’s m edical care cost is made 
la rg e r, through misguided auto­ 
therapy.

It Doesn't All End At Age 65 


Those 65 and over tend to have m ore emotional problem s than 
younger people. This is not the result of physical degeneration, 
but is due to involuntary retirem ent at age 65, and to society’s 
image of this chronological m ilestone. 


It is a common attitude that a person past age 65 has outlived 
his usefulness to society and no longer has anything worthwhile 
to offer. The highest ra te of first-occurrence m ental Illness is 
found among those in th is age group. P sychiatrists say it is often 
induced by a feeling of rejection —a feeling that they have nothing 
to live for. 


The tragedy of it is heightened by the fact that for years such 
people have shown an ability to adjust to life’s ups and downs, and 
to cope with its m yriad everyday problem s. Then all at once, 
through circum stances beyond their control , they find them selves 
in a situation they can’t handle. 


If one doesn’t do something with his life after 65, and keep ac­ 
tive in retirem ent, his faculties may deteriorate so much that he 
requires mental therapy. Older persons should find new in ter­ 
e sts, new ways in which they can contribute knowledge and skills 
acquired over many years. 


The community can help, too. A good social w orker can p ro­ 
vide useful guidance. Business should be alerted to the virtually 
untapjped reservoir of talent among the elderly. It may be a bit 
extrem e to say that life begins at 65. But certainly it need not 
end there, as in effect it does for so many people.

it is unfair for people to live 
in terro r they m ight have tu ­ 
berculosis without having it 
proved or disproved. How sad 
it is for people to be terrified 
about this disease w hen the 
sim ple cause of blood in the 
sputum m ight be from the 
back of the nose, the tonsils, 
the tongue or the teeth. A 
slight trickle of blood coming 
from any one of these areas 
can run down into the larynx 
and the trachea th a t leads to 
the lungs, only to be coughed 
up w ithout having originated 
in the lungs. 
It is true there are many 
serious conditions of the lungs 
associated with blood in the 
sputum . But there are many 
m ore unim portant reasons for 
it. 
Som etim es a 
break 
in a 
tiny blood vessel is difficult to 
find. More often it is visible 
and can readily be checked. 
’The m ost im portant answer 
to this question lies in the 
sim ple rule th at if bleeding 
persists o r if bloody sputum 
is coughed up. a com plete ex­ 
am ination of the chest, clini­ 
cally and by X-ray. is im por­ 
tant. It will spare m any peo­ 
ple m any hcurs of unneces­ 
sary concern.

How soon after a newborn 
healthy child is brought home 
from the hospital can relatives 
come to visit?

born infants are already at 
home and w aiting in the ba­ 
by’s nursery when the child 
gets there. The love of adulat­ 
ing grandparents is com plete­ 
ly 
understandable 
but 
not 
from the child’s point of view'. 
If the newborn baby were able 
to say it, he would beg to be 
left alone instead of being 
cooed a t by a large group of 
people w'ho m ay be carrying 
germ s he has not yet ac­ 
quired any im m unity to. 
T ruly I believe th a t these 
new'bom, tender infants are 
unnecessarily exposed to in­ 
fections. It is alm ost impos­ 
sible not to talk directly to 
the 
child 
w ithout 
sending 
some droplets in its direction. 
Infections do occur in this 
w'ay 
and 
they 
are 
hardly 
w-orth the selfish pleasure of 
such contact until the baby 
is older. 
In the hospital the child 
has been carefully protected 
w ith every kind of sterile pre­ 
caution. The sudden transition 
to the world of people may be 
too rapid. 
Children actually a d j u s t 
them selves to the new bugs 
w ithin the home. Then they 
build 
up 
im m unity 
to 
the 
parents and to the other chil­ 
dren in the fam ily. This does 
not happen overnight. 
These 
infants 
have 
their 
rest disturbed because visitors 
feel they m ust get an early 
and daily look a t the progress 
of the shape of the head, the 
darling 
fingernails 
and 
the 
lovely eyes, 
while 
there is 
continued 
guessw ork 
about 
who looks like whom. 
The 
good break th a t the baby de­ 
serves 
is to be 
left alone 
while visitors satisfy them ­ 
selves, 
tem porarily, 
with 
a 
colored picture of his beauty.

- When this 
column reported that Rep. Bob 
W ilson, R-Calif., had been r e ­ 
corded as voting on the House 
floor on days he was actually 
campaigning in California, he 
fumed that we were “ lia rs .” 
The House Ethics C om m it­ 
tee was sufficiently im p ress­ 
ed with the charge, however, 
that it has ordered an investi­ 
gation to find out who is really 
lying. 
It might also be worth the 
com m ittee’s tim e to check into 
W ilson’s using as his own p r i­ 
vate automobile, a new Ford 
leased by the Republican Cong­ 
ressional Campaign Com m it­ 
tee. The leasing arrangem ent 
may violate the lim ited code 
of ethics adopted by the House 
last April. 
The staff director, I. Lee Pot- 
e r, refused to divulge how much 
the com m ittee pays lor Wilson 
to drive around In a new Ford, 
except that it was a better deal 
than the other auto companies 
offered. Potter also stressed 
that the car is made available 
to Wilson as com m ittee ch a ir­ 
man. 
Meanwhile, the Congressm an 
from 
California 
has put out 
statem ents implying that his 
ghost voting was m erely a rou­ 
tine clerical e rro r which hap­ 
pens frequently. Actually, each 
Congressional office is sup­ 
posed to check the Congression­ 
al Record every morning for any 
e rro rs involving the individual 
C ongressm an. Then the e rro rs 
a re supposed to be corrected 
the following day. 
In W ilson’s case, he was r e ­ 
corded as voting on Septem ­ 
ber 9, 10 and 16 when he was 
really far away In C alifor­ 
nia, Yet he didn't request a 
correction until the Republican 
whip, Illinois Rep. Les Arends, 
called him back to Washington 
and told him to set the Cong­ 
ressional Record straight. 
House clerk Pat Jennings has 
also reported in a confidential 
memo to Speaker John M cCor­ 
mack 
that 
D em ocratic tally 
clerk 
Thomas 
Cooke 
“ had 
m arked Congressm an Wilson 
present and voting in order to 
‘help out at the request of W al­ 
te r Kennedy.’ ” 
Kennedy happens to be the GOP 
pair clerk, who trie s to line up 
live “ p a irs” for the absent 
Republicans. 
He 
som etim es 
asks a Congressm an on the oth­ 
e r side to abstain from voting 
to balance out the absent Con­ 
gressm an’s failure to vote. 
Kennedy has denied, however, 
that he had anything to do with 
W ilson’s ghost voting.

LADY REFORMERS 
Congressional 
reform s, In­ 
tended to update the archaic 
procedures of Congress, are 
once again headed for the ash 
heap in the House. 
When the Congressmen come

home to ask the voters to r e ­ 
elect them, however, they will 
have to answ er to a lot of irate 
ladies. “ Womanpower -in -a c ­ 
tio n ,” a coalition of women’s 
organizations brought together 
by M cCall’s m agazine, has r e ­ 
solved to spend the rem aining 
month of the election campaign 
crusading 
for 
Congressional 
reform s. 
The ladies are disturbed over 
the 
account 
of m isfeasance, 
m alfeasance and nonfeasance in 
our book, “ The Case Against 
C ongress,” and they intend to 
do something about it. A special 
steering com m ittee, headed by 
M cCall’s senior editor Mary 
K ersey Harvey, will call upon 
the allied women’s organiza­ 
tions to form task forces to 
agitate for reform s. Here are 
som e of the specific actions the 
ladies plan to take: 
1. In each Congressional d is­ 
tric t they will ask their r e ­ 
turning Congressm an whether 
he signed the discharge petition 
to bring the stalled reform s 
upon the House floor for a vote. 
All candidates for the Senate and 
the House will also be asked 
how they will vote next year on 
Congressional ethics and r e ­ 
form s.

for their 
pocketbook interests, the ladies 
would like to know exactly what 
those interests are, so a com ­ 
parison can be made with each 
Congressm an’s voting record. 


3. In statem ents and le tte rs to 
their 
local 
new spapers, the 
women will demand not only 
that Congressional reform s be 
adopted, but that the loopholes 
in 
the 
Congressional ethics 
codes be plugged up. 
The reform s would elim inate 
needless 
closed-door, Con­ 
gressional 
secrets, 
enable 
com m ittee m em bers to act on 
legislation stalled by a ruthless 
chairm an, tighten lobbying reg ­ 
ulations, provide for adequate 
com m ittee staffs for the m inor­ 
ity party, and generally bring 
C ongress into the 20th century. 


F o r three years these reform s 
have been blocked by p a tria rc ­ 
hal Speaker John McCormack 
in behalf of the all-powerful 
com m ittee chairm en who don’t 
want their powers abridged. 
Although the Senate accepted 
the reform 
bill by a decisive 
75-to -9 vote and it would 
easily pass the House if it could 
be brought to a vote, M cCor­ 
mack contends that it is too 
“ controversial” and the House 
has “ no tim e” for it. 
Actually, the House has had 
plenty of tim e to act. On a 
num ber of days during the past 
two weeks the House did v ir­ 
tually nothing except call the 
ro ll.

M ay Reduce Pollution 


There was a sm all item in the news the other day — a story 
about the Patent B ureau’s granting a patent num ber 3,402,998. 
This item may have been shouldered off the news service w ires 
by seem ingly m ore im portant news from Washington cm that 
day. In any case, it is a fair guess that few newspapers gave it 
much play. 


Yet the method patented, if it does what its inventor claim s, 
may turn out to be of m ajor significance in our industrial society. 
F o r it purports to rem ove the sulphur from coal and oil. Since 
sulphur is one of the main pollutants rising in the smoke from 
power plants and factories, this would be an important step 
toward sharply reducing industrial a ir pollution. 


The inventor is P rof. A rthur M. Squires, professor of chem­ 
ical engineering at City College In New York. His process uses 
lim e to extract sulphur from fossil fuels. The lim e is converted 
to calcium sulfide. And when this is treated with steam and c a r­ 
bon dioxide, Squires m aintains, sulphur can be obtained as a val­ 
uable by-product. The inventor says he believes that plants could 
be engineered to burn the “ clean” fuels, not only without addi­ 
tional capital cost but also with a saving in fuel consumption. 


All this and freedom from em ission of air pollutants too may 
seem too good to be true. But P ro fesso r Squires’ method was 
prom ising enough so that a patent was issued. If that prom ise is 
borne out in practice, and if industry makes full use of this m eth­ 
od, a significant blow may be dealt to air pollution.

CAN IT HAPPEN HERE? 
LANSING, Mich. - It is time 
to take George C. W allace s e r­ 
iously — deadly seriously, in 
fact. The sharp little form er 
governor of Alabama has been 
treated as a rather nasty South­ 
ern-accent comic turn; as a po­ 
litical nine-day wonder, and as 
a tem porary albeit acute em ­ 
barrassm ent to the two major 
p arties. All this is dead wrong. 
One stood here on the broad 
lawns of the did state capítol at 
Lansing, watching the enormous 
crowd that had been waiting 
patiently to hear W allace. One 
could all but sm ell the crowd’s 
truly rancid hatred for the few 
black m ilitants and left-wing 
students who came to boo and 
protest. Above all, one heard 
George W allace’s shrill, rather 
grating voice, plucking at very 
chord of fear and prejudice and 
anim osity, and rousing passion­ 
ate cheers by every pluck. 
If you cared a damn about the 
true American values, it was 
enough to make the blood run 
cold. 
One 
great 
newspaper, re ­ 
porting these episodes of the 
W allace foray into the industrial 
North, put the entire emphasis 


chi the “ hecklers” that “ d is­ 
rupted” the W allace m eetings. 
But the meetings were not d is­ 
rupted. 
They 
were 
m erely 
interrupted from tim e to time; 
and you felt these hated inter­ 
ruptions were instilling extra 
determ ination to give their all 
for Wallace, in the vast m ajor­ 
ities of the very big crowds that 
W allace drew everywhere. 
Furtherm ore, there was that 
m atter of the hecklers them sel­ 
ves. These little bands of white 
students cheering Ho Chi Minh, 
and Negro boys with “ Afro” 
haircuts shouting black power 
slogans, were quite wonderfully 
carefree and debonair — a l­ 
though there were obviously 
moments when they were in ac­ 
tual 
physical 
danger. 
They 
seemed to have no thought of 
what might happen in the future 
to them and to others like them; 
yet there was food for thought, 
in plenty. 
The truth of the m atter is that 
the Wallace movement is not 
m erely 
the 
first successful 
third-party movement in nearly 
half a century, offering infinite­ 
ly m ore threat to the two major 
parties than Theodore Roose­ 
velt’s 
Progressives. 
To be 
blunt about it, this is also, In 
em bryo at least, the first suc­ 
cessful 
F ascist 
movement 
A m erica has ever seen. 
One must say “ in em bryo,” 
because that first key step o r­ 
ganizing bands of young W allac- 
eite toughs to “ keep order” 


at the meetings has not yet 
been taken — although it may 
well be taken, here and there, 
before this election ends. But 
the tone, the thrust, the whole 
character of the movement is 
already quite clearly m ore F a s ­ 
cist than racist. 
“ The speech,” as so endless­ 
ly and repetltlously delivered 
by W allace, has been endlessly 
and repetltlously described — 
although too little attention has 
been paid to some pretty pecu­ 
liar high points, such as the 
loudly applauded prom ise to put 
pro-V iet 
Cong p ro fesso rs and 
students “ under a good ja il.” 
Yet two key points concern­ 
ing “ the speech” have always 
been m issed in the first place. 


In 
the 
second 
place, “ the 
speech” is replete with all the 
appeals that are so direly rem ­ 
iniscent of the ’30s — the hints 
of conspiracy against “ honest 
workingmen” by those sam e 
professors ami other “ pointy- 
heads,” newspaper editors and 
such -like; the suggestions of 
“ sell-out” by leaders 
of the 
m ajor parties who have “ kow­ 
towed to anarchists, m ilitants, 
activists and Com m unists,” and 
so on and on. 
Nowhere in the speech is there 
any bow in the direction of n o r­ 
mal 
American 
political r e ­ 
spectability. 
To the 
W allace 
movement, respectability Is a - 
lien, as it was in Germany in 
the ’30s. And “ the speech’s ” 
real targets are not the black 
Am ericans 
(although unmen­ 
tioned race feeling is the one 
essential ingredient in the r e ­ 
cipe). The real targ ets, rath er, 
are the American lib erals, who 
have set the standard of politi­ 
cal respectability in this coun­ 
try for over a generation. 


Here, it must be added, one is 
again tempted to quote M oliere: 
“ You asked for it, G eorges Dan- 
din.“ F or “ the speech” would 
have no appeal at all; it would 
in fact fall on deaf ea rs, if the 
vast m ajority of A m erican lib ­ 
era ls had not exhibited such 
fatheaded, sentim ental p erm is­ 
siveness toward the Flag burn­ 
ings and other excesses of the 
New Left and the often inde­ 
fensible menaces and deeds of 
black extrem ists. 
But that is by the way. For 
all A m ericans who care about 
the true Am erican values — 
lib erals, 
however 
fatheaded, 
and 
conservatives, however 
wrongheaded 
— are all in the 
sam e boat together now. Those 
values are that boat they are in 
together, to be defended, at all 
costs, against an em bryo F a s ­ 
cist movement with powerful 
popular support.

Those 65 and over tend to have more emotional problems than 
younger people. This is not the result of physical degeneration, 
but is due to involuntary retirement at age 65, and to society’s 
image of this chronological milestone. 


It is a common attitude that a person past age 65 has outlived 
his usefulness to society and no longer has anything worthwhile 
to offer. The highest rate of first-occurrence mental Illness is 
found among those in this age group. Psychiatrists say it Is often 
induced by a feeling of rejection —a feeling that they have nothing 
to live for. 


The tragedy of it is heightened by the fact that for years such 
people have shown an ab ility to adjust to life ’s ups and downs, and 
to cape with its m yriad everyday problems. Then all at once, 
through circumstances beyond their control , they find themselves 
In a situation they can’t handle. 


If one doesn’t do something with his life after 65, and keep ac­ 
tive in retirem ent, his faculties may deteriorate so much that he 
requires mental therapy. Older persons should find new inter­ 
ests, new ways In which they can contribute knowledge and skills 
acquired over many years. 


The community can help, too. A good social worker can pro­ 
vide useful guidance. Business should be alerted to the virtually 
untapped reservoir of talent among the elderly. It may be a bit 
extreme to say that life begins at 65. But certainly it need not 
end there, as in effect it does for so many people.

How sad 
it is for people to be terrified 
about this disease when the 
simple cause of blood in the 
sputum might be from the 
back of the nose, the tonsils, 
the tongue or the teeth. A 
slight trickle of blood coming 
from any one of these areas 
can run down into the larynx 
and the trachea that leads to 
the lungs, only to be coughed 
up without having originated 
in the lungs. 
It is true there are many 
serious conditions of the lungs 
associated with blood in the 
sputum But there are many 
more unimportant reasons fot 
it. 
Sometimes a break in a 
tiny blood vessel is difficult to 
find. More often it is visible 
and can readily be checked 
The most important answer 
to this question lies in the 
simple rule that if bleeding 
persists or if bloody sputum 
is coughed up, a complete ex­ 
amination of the chest, clini­ 
cally and by X-ray, is impor­ 
tant. It w ill spare many peo­ 
ple many hours of unneces­ 
sary concern.

M ay Reduce Pollution 


There was a sm all item tn the news the other day — a story 
about the Patent Bureau’s granting a patent number 3,402,998. 
This item may lave been shouldered off the news service wires 
by seemingly more important news from Washington on that 
day. In any case, it is a fair guess that few newspapers gave it 
much play. 


3, In statements and letters to

newspapers, the

The reforms would eliminate 
needless 
closed-door, Con­ 
gressional 
secrets, 
enable 
committee members to act on 
legislation stalled by a ruthless 
chairm an, tighten lobbying reg­ 
ulations, provide for adequate 
committee staffs for the minor­ 
ity party, and generally bring 
Congress into the 20th century. 


Yet the method patented, if it does what its inventor claims, 
may turn out to be of major significance in our industrial society. 
F o r it purports to remove the sulphur from coal and oil. Since 
sulphur is one of the main pollutants rising in the smoke from 
power plants and factories, this would be an Important step 
toward sharply reducing industrial air pollution. 


The inventor is Prof. Arthur M. Squires, professor of chem­ 
ical engineering at City College in New York. His process uses 
lim e to extract sulphur from fossil fuels. The lim e is converted 
to calcium sulfide. And when this is treated with steam and car­ 
bon dioxide, Squires maintains, sulphur can be obtained as a val­ 
uable by-product. The Inventor says he believes that plants could 
be engineered to burn the “ clean” fuels, not only without addi­ 
tional capital cost but also with a saving tn fuel consumption. 


A ll this and freedom from emission of air pollutants too may 
seem too good to be true. But Professor Squires’ method was 
promising enough so that a patent was issued. If that promise is 
borne out in practice, and if industry makes full use of this meth­ 
od, a significant blow may be dealt to air pollution. 


Fo r three years these reforms 
have been blocked by patriarc­ 
hal Speaker John McCormack 
in behalf of the all-powerful 
committee chairmen who don’t 
want their powers abridged. 
Although the Senate accepted 
the reform 
b ill by a decisive 
75-to 
-9 vote and it would 
easily pass the House if it could 
be brought to a vote, M cCor­ 
mack contends that it is too 
“ controversial” and the House 
has “ no time” for it. 
Actually, the House has had 
plenty of time to act. On a 
number of days during the past 
two weeks the House did v ir­ 
tually nothing except call the 
ro ll.

One 
could all but amell the crowd’s 
truly rancid hatred for the few 
black militant* and left-wing 
students who came to boo and 
proteat. Above all, one heard 
George W allace’s sh rill, rather 
•¿rating voice, plucking at very 
chord of fear and prejudice and 
animosity, and rousing passion­ 
ate cheers by every pluck. 
If you cared a damn about the 
true American values, It was 
enough to make the Mood run 
cold. 
One 
great 
newspaper, re ­ 
porting these episodes of the 
W allace foray into the industrial 
North, put the entire emphasis 
on the “ hecklers” that “ d is­ 
ra te d ” the W allace meetings.

Furtherm ore, there was that 
matter of the hecklers themse! - 
vea. These little bands of white 
students cheering Ho Chi Mlnh, 
and Negro boys with “ Afro” 
haircuts shouting black power 
slogans, were quite wonderfully 
carefree and debonair — a l­ 
though there were obviously 
moments when they were in ac­ 
tual 
physical 
danger. 
They 
seemed to have no thought of 
what might happen in the future 
to them and to others like them;

The truth of the matter is that 
the W allace movement is not

Telephone Service In 
Corning Since 1898 
MARKETS 


Pacific 
Telephone Company 
had a display in Corning S atu r­ 
day m arking the 80th anniver­ 
sary of its service there. 
“ The Olive C ity’s* 'first phone 
exchange was established 
in 
early D ecem ber, 1898, by A .F . 
Blatchley with a switchboard 
located at his new pharm acy 
building at 1311 Solano Street, 
now P ric e ’s Pharm acy. 
“ Actually, 
although 
there 
w asn’t an exchange here until 
1898, there was a telephone 
in Corning in 1888,"' said lo ­ 
cal Pacific Telephone Manag­ 
e r, R. J. Ja lli. 
“ C om ing’s first electric te l­ 
ephone,’’ Jalli explained, “ was 
installed by Blatchley in F . F . 
Howell’s Pharm acy, at the So­ 
lano S treet location in 1897. It 
was put in when the telephone 
line was extended north from 
Willows to Corning. 
“ But it was lost along with a 
good part of the town in the big 
fire of July 7, 1898, Blatchley 
replaced 
this 
instrum ent in 
tem porary quarters until he 
could rebuild his shop on So­ 
lano S tre et,” Jalli said. 
Telephone service was burned 
out again in 1917. The te le ­ 
phone agency and switchboard 
had changed hands and location 
several tim es before it s e t­ 
tled in the Hotel Maywood in 


1908 onlv to I#» lost in the hotel 
fire. 
Com ing’s 
telephone system 
ceased to lie an agency in 1911 
when the Sacram ento Valley 
Telephone Company took over. 
This firm sold out to the N or­ 
thern 
California 
Telephone 
Company in 1927 which in turn 
joined Pacific Telephone a year 
later. 


The next biggest event in C or- 
ning’s telephone history was the 
changeover to modern dial s e r ­ 
vice on August 15, 1954. 
In going back through musty 
files, Jalli found that ten years 
after the founding of the ex­ 
change Corning only had 68 te l­ 
ephones. 
“ The next ten years (1918),” 
observed Jalli, “ saw the num ­ 
ber of phones jump to 387. 
By the beginning of World War 
II this figure had grown to 501 
and since then it has quadrup­ 
led to today’s 2,087.” 


‘ C om ing’s telephone service 
has come a long way,*’ conclu­ 
ded Jalli, “ from that tim e 80 
years ago when a call would 
come through from Sacram en­ 
to on the one telephone and a - 
gent Blatchley would pass the 
word down the wooden sid e­ 
walk to notify the person being 
called.”

BOSTON (A P )- Cold weather 
and the common cold obviously 
go hand in hand, right?W rong, 
says a research team of three 
doctors in the Oct. 3 issue of 
The New England Journal of 
Medicine. 


The results of tests performed 
on 49 inmates from Texas cor­ 
rectional institutions 
demon­ 
strated “ no effect of exposure to 
cold on a rhinovirus common 
cold that might account for the 
frequently held belief of such an 
effect.** 


The subjects were inoculated 
with the cold virus and then 
were exposed to cold tem pera­ 
tures at selected levels: at in­ 
oculation. 
during 
incubation; 
during 
maximum 
illness and 
during recovery. The results of 
these tests gave no support to 
the cold weather — runny nose 
correlation that is so widely 
accepted. 


The doctors 
theorized that 
other factors in the winter, such 
as increasing crowding indoors, 
provide a greater opportunity 
for transm ission and may be 
cause for the increase in colds.

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St. Louis Wins 10-1 
From Detroit Tigers

DETROIT 
(AP)— Now that 
Bob Gibson has made another 
farce of his celebrated World 
Series confrontation with Denny 
McLain, the pitchers may call a 
cease fire and join the same 
team. 
Gibson, 
who 
overwhelmed 
McLain and the rest of the De­ 
troit Tigers with a five -hit, 
17-strikeout performance in the 
Series opener, threw another 
five-hitter as St. Louis batter­ 
ed McLain and five other pitch­ 
ers 10-1 Sunday. 
That gave the Cardinals 3-1 
edge in the series and left it up 
to Mickey Lollch, the only suc­ 
cessful Tiger hurler, to keep the 
season alive in his duel with 
Nelson Briles today. Lolich beat 
Briles in the second game last 
Thursday. 
Before 
gaining 
his seventh 
straight complete game Series 
victory, Gibson had to work 
and wait through four hours and 
25 minutes of rain, mist and 
cold. 
That was a lot longer than 
McLain was around — the 31- 
game winner removed himself 
from the game during the 74- 
minute, third-inning rain delay 
— but when the game finally had 
ended, the pitchers found them - 
selves making similar post- 
Series plans. 
The plans revolve around Vice 
President 
Hubert 
Humphrey, 
the 
Democratic presidential 
candidate who visited both club­ 
houses after sitting through the 
long afternoon. 
“ I’m going to back that man,” 
McLain said, adding he would 
join Humphrey’s campaign tour 
for two or three days after the 
Series. 
“ I’ll probably get into Wash­ 
ington after the season, and I 
imagine we’ll probably get to­ 
gether,” Gibson said following 
an invitation from Humphrey to 
meet with him. “ I’m a Demo­ 
crat, but I’m not a politician.

“ He’s a great, great compe­ 
titor, one of the greatest I’ve 
ever seen,” 
the 24-year-old 
Tiger said. 
McLain disclosed he asked to 
be taken out of the game be­ 
cause his right shoulder was 
bothering him. But he refused to 
use that as an alibi for a per­ 
formance in which he was rock­ 
ed for four runs and six hits in 
2-2/3 innings.

Won’t Call Police 
To School Unless 
Someone In Danger 
RICHMOND (AP)— The Rich­ 
mond Unified School District 
has approved rules devised by 
Negro parents that limit school 
authorities from calling police 
in cases of student offenses. 
The rules require parents to 
be consulted before police are 
called for a campus offense or 
a student is suspended for over 
three days. 
The only exception to the policy 
is where a person on the school 
grounds is in immediate physi­ 
cal danger. In such cases, po­ 
lice would be called at once. 
Under the new rules, the dis­ 
trict's human relations officer 
will investigate complaints of 
unfair treatment based on ra­ 
cial or religious discrimination 
toward students by school per­ 
sonnel.
